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TIDAL WETLANDS PRESERVATION ACT - 
EFFECTIVE OCTOBER 1, 1969 


Public Act 695 provides that 
all "regulated activity" (dredging 
and filling of mudflats, salt water 


‘marshes and in deep water) is pro- 


hibited after October 1, 1969 un- 
less a permit is issued after a 
public hearing has been held. Be- 
fore such a permit can be granted by 
the Department of Agriculture & 
Natural Resources, there must be a. 
finding that dredging and filling 
would not be adverse to the public 
interest. 


P.A. 695 has one very impor- 
tant feature. The bill provides 
that "any person" may obtain an 
injunction from the Superior Court 
to bring a halt to prohibited 
activities. 


‘Thus each person can super- 
vise, in effect, his own estuary 
or section of coastline. ‘Any per- 
son can take legal action directly 
to Court to stop dredging and fil- 
ling unless a permit has been ob- 
In many cases advising 
the owner of the marshland being 
disturbed that his activity re- 
quires a permit may well be suf- 
ficient to bring an immediate stop. 


The Conservancy believes much 


. more protection is desirable, but 


is pleased at this step in the right 
direction. Let us all aid in the

DDT IN CONNECTICUT 


Knelosed with this Oak Leaf 
is a copy of a special report 
done by the Connecticut Conserva- 
tion Reporter on DDT. Robert F. 
Kunz, Executive Vice President 
of Connecticut Conservation Asso- 
cilation,reports continued efforts 
are being made by that organiza- 
tion. He states "CCA is going to 
pursue this matter until we have 
obtained a ban on DDT in Connec- 
ticut and until appropriate and 
ecologically sound controls are 
placed on the other persistent 
chlorinated hydro-carbon pesti- 
cides." 


Such regulation of DDT con- 
tinues to grow. In addition to 
the activities of various states 
mentioned in this Report, Arizona 
has placed a one year moratorium 
on DDT. Also Sweden now has a 
total ban for two years on sale 
and use of DDT. Netherlands has 
also acted. 


TEEN-AGE CONSERVATION LEADERS 
HONORED BY THE CONSERVANCY 


Our Connecticut Chapter has 
awarded two teen-age boys a year's 
membership in The Nature Conser- 
vancy in recognition of their ac- 
tivities on behalf of conservation. 


The boys are John Glowa, 15, 
of Shelton and Mark R. Helming, 17, 
of Bristol. John, a high school 
junior, recently became one of the 
seven members of his town's new 
Conservation Commission. He im- 
pressed the mayor and other Shelton 
officials with the zeal with which 
he worked to save a handsome wood- 
land near his home that was threa- 
tened with destruction. 


Mark, a high school senior, 
started the Bristol Junior Conser- 
vationists just two years ago. This 
group of youngsters recently gathered 
600 of the 1100 signatures on a peti- 
tion aimed at helping the acquisition 
of New Britain watershed property as 
a nature preserve. The Bristol Board 
of Water Commissioners has granted 
Mark's club permission to plan and 
establish nature trails at Reservoir 
Seven. 


In making these awards, our 
Chapter Chairman, Charlés Clark, 
commented that these boys "exemplify 
the best citizen efforts. We are de- 
lighted to see young people concerned 
about our natural areas, and expen- 
ding efforts to help in their preser- 
vation."
